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NEW YORK (UPI — Just 
24 hours after his assassina- 
tion, U.S. President Kennedy's 
political team met to discuss 


a Robert F. Kennedy-Hubert 
H Humphrey presidential 
ticket for 1964, author William 
Manchester said today. 

But the president's — grief- 
stricken aides soon realized 
that political realities would 
preclude such a ticket and the 
muscling out of President 
gohnson and abandoned the 
idea, Manchester said. 

The disclosures, from Man- 
chester’s book ‘The Death of 
a President," were made in 
the final article of a four-part 
setialization of the book in 
Look magazine. 

Manchester. said historian 
Arthur Schlesinger, Kennedy’s 
special assistant, arranged the 
meeting of the late president's 
advisers at a Washington 
restaurant and broached the 


Quoting from Po diary of 
economist John Kenneth Gal- 


braith, who attended - the 
session, Manchester wrote: 
“Arthur... . was reacting far 


too quickly to the chemistry 
of. the moment this 
(ticket) was fantasy, unless of 
course Johnson stumbles un- 
believably . . . or even then.” 

“Schlesinger . . . conferred 
with (Democratic National 
Committee) chairman John 
Bailey, asking him whether it 
would ‘be possible to deny the 
new president the nomina- 
tion,” Manchester wrote. 
“John, according to Schles- 
inger’s account, replied ‘it 
might be technically feasible, 
but the result would be to lose 
the election for the Demo-

thon “was unaceompanied by 
any urging that President Lyn- 
don Johnson be replaced, or 
by any expression of concern 
about his, quatification, or by 
any supposition that he would 
be- superseded by Robert Ken- 
nedy in 1964.” 

Dubbed the “Harvard 
Lunch” after. the academic 
association of the partici- 
pants, the meeting was a 
gloomy session, Manchester 
said. It was, marred by the 
po&t-assassination antagon- 
isms building up between the 
Johnson and Kennedy camps. 

Another trouble spot was 
Johnson’s first cabinet meet- 
ing, also the day after the 
assassination, Manchester 
said Robert Kennedy hap- 
pened into the meeting late 
interrupting the new preési- 
dent’s opening statements. 

Manchester said Johnson 
told one of the cabinet mem- 


Kennedy’s tardiness. “had 
been deeply embarrasing; by 
entering in the middle of the 


President's remarks, the 
Attorney - General had .de- 
stroyed their effect.” 

Johnson was_ convinced, 
Manchester wrote, that 
Robert Kennedy was bent on 
humiliating him and that his 
“rea! problem” was the 
attorney-general he had in- 
herited from the assassinated 
president. 

Although the cabinet mem 
bers and White House aides 
offered the traditional resig- 
nations upon Johnson's 
ascendence, the new president 
refused to accept them, 
the Kennedy appointees and 
advisers he needed them 
more than they needed him. 

But, said Manchester, when 
Johnson grew more sure of 
himself, he began to mold his

Columnists, like politicians, cannot make a 
career out of modesty. There may be 
poignancy in our hesitation before today in 
commenting on the unification of the Canadian 
armed services, 

If there is it stems from the comprehensive 
nature of our army experience in the Second 
World .War, One of us 
soared above that rank of 
corporal which Paul Heil- 
yer has so exposed ‘and 
tthen found a role in a 
foreign army through the 
peculiar ‘manpower policies 
of- the Canadian govern- 
ment. The other saw the 
war, military might and 
thinking from the detached 
vantage point of rank just 
below the lance-corporal 
level.

Father of Bomb 


Denied Secrets | 


PRINCETON, NJ. (AP) = — 
Dr. J. Robert. Oppenheimer, 
who helped develop the atomic 
bomb and later was denied 
aceess to U.S. atomic secrets as 
a security risk, died Saturday 
night at the age of 62, 

Oppenbeimer died of throat 
cancer at his home here where 
he spent 18 years until 1966 as 
director of the Institute for 
Advanced Study. 

In 1954 Oppenheimer was 

-denied access to atomic secrets 

as a-security risk. The Atomie 
Energy Commission found that 
altho-trgh Oppenheimer was 
loyal, he was @ security risk, in 
part because his association 
with known Communists ‘‘ex- 
tended far beyond the tolerable 
limits of prudence and self- 
restraint.”’ 

The ‘tall, thin, chain-smoking 
Oppenheimer freely acknowl- 
edged associations with Com- 
munists_in the late 1930s and - 
early 1940s. However, he denied 
that he himself had Communist 
ties and eaid his left wing 
contacts ended when he started
